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THOUSANDS OF FIRMS UNDER LABOR CODE 


Thousands of firms furnishing supplies to the United 
State Government were placed under the provisions of | 
the Walsh-Healey federal contracts act on September 28. 

The act is an attempt to outlaw sweatshop labor con- 
ditions in industries which share in the vast business 
orders of the government. Contractors and others subject 

‘ to the act must establish a forty-hour week, refrain from 
+ employing child labor, pay the prevailing wage rate as 
: determined by the secretary of labor, and provide safe and | 
: sanitary plants. The child labor provision stipulates that 
» no male person under 16 and no'female person under 18 
: may be employed. 

4 The act applies to contracts in excess of $10,000. It 
* is estimated that contracts covering at least $400,000,000 
* and 7,000 centractors, will be affected by the provisions 
of the new law, thus protecting several hundred thou- 
sand workers who have hitherto been subject to low 
wages, long hours and insanitary workshops imposed by 
unscrupulous sweatshop employers. 

It is said that textile manufacturers comprise about 20 
per cent of the contractors. These concerns, notorious for | 
bad labor conditions, sell the government millions of dol- | 
lars’ worth of army and navy uniforms, bed clothes for | 
‘ veterans’ hospitals and many articles used by the civilian 
conservation corps. 

Farmers and distributors of farm products are ex- 
- empted from the measure. 

Legal experts believe that the constitutionality of the 
"act is ‘unquestioned, the supreme court having already 
decided that the federal eight-hour day law applied to 
government work was valid and that the enactment of | 
the law providing for the eight-hour day and minimum | 
wages of state contracts was within the province of the 
- Kansas legislature. 

F The Walsh-Healey bill was proposed to the last con- 
» gress by the Roosevelt administration after the supreme 
court declared the national industrial recovery act uncon- 
stitutional. It was designed as a means of preserving at | 
least a part of the labor gains of the NRA. 

Under the law prior to the enactment of the act con- | 
tracts were awarded to the lowest responsible bidder with | 
no stipulation regarding wages, hours and other labor 
conditions. The result was unscrupulous cut-throat com- 
petition for government business, the universal tendency | 
of which was to perpetuate sweatshop conditions of em- | 
ployment. Now, the government has the power to require 
contractors to conform to certain minimum labor stan- 
dards. 

The passage of the Walsh-Healey act was strongly

LABOR LAWS AWAIT SUPREME COURT TEST 


Litigation involving the constitutionality of three 
federal labor laws await action by the supreme court of | 
the United States when it assembles on October 5 after | 
-the summer recess. Two of them involve the right of 
working men and women to organize and carry on 

‘effective trade union work by means of collective bar- | 
‘ gaining. 

The United States circuit court of appeals for the 

second judicial district upheld the constitutionality of the 
, national labor relations act in the case brought by the | 
‘national labor relations board charging the Associated 
Press with having dismissed a member of the American 
‘ newspaper guild for union activities. The board found 
' the Associated Press guilty of unfair labor practices pro- 
» hibited by the act and the circuit court of appeals upheld 
sthe board. The Associated Press appealed the decision 
1to the supreme court. The labor act is also before the 
‘supreme court in an appeal by the Bradley Lumber com- | 
;pany of Arkansas, which lost its case in the lower courts. | 
; The national labor relations act prohibits employers | 
‘from: | 

Interfering with, restraining, or coercing employes in| 
the exercise of their rights of self-organization and col- 
lective bargaining. 

Dominating or interfering with the formation of or 
administration of any labor organization, or contributing | 
financial support to it. 

Discriminating in regard to hire or tenure of employ- 
ment or any term or condition of employment to dis- 
courage membership in any labor organization, with the | 
“provision that an employer is not precluded from entering | 
into an agreement with a union of the appropriate craft 


or unit of employes making union membership a condi- 
“tion of employment.

Competitive System * 
Assailed By Rabbis 


Social Democracy Urged As Only 
Escape From Tyranny and 
Dictatorship 


A “thoroughly socialized democ- 
racy” is set forth as the only way 
by which the people of the United 
States can escape the dictatorship 
and tyranny of communism and 
fascism in a statement issued by 
the social justice commission of 
the central conference of Amer- 
ican rabbis, of which Dr. Sidney 
i. Goldstein is chairman. 

After a denunciation of com- 
munism and fascism and a defense 
of democratic institutions, the 
statement declares that the pres- 
ent economic order by consigning 
ten million men and women to the 
unemployed army and _ throwing 
over twenty-five million into desti- 
tution and dependency has failed 
and must inevitably give way to 
a broad socialization of industry. 

The text of the statement, de- 
signed to be read from pulpits of 
Synagogues throughout the United | 
States during the high holy days 


Which began September 16, fol- 
lows: | 

“The current canflict between 
communism, fascism and democ- 


racy is causing grave concern In 
the field of religion. Each re- 
ligious group is now compelled to 
deside which social philosophy it 
can consistently support and de- 
fend. The members of the central 
conference of Americas rabbis are 
convinced that Judaism is essen- 
tially democratic in spirit and ex- 
and that the Jew can- 
not advocate or advance any social 
system other than democracy. We, 
therefore, urge the Jewish people 
to carefully consider this urgent 
and accurate problem in our social 
life in order that neither the young 
nor the old may be attracted to 
alien altars. 
Clear Thinking Necessary 

“At the present time three trends 
are developing in the political or- 
ganization of America: Commun- 
ism on the extreme left, fascism 
on the extreme right and a social- 
ized democracy in the center. The 
danger is that the American people 
will fall into the trap of thinking 
that the choice is either commun- 
ism or fascism. The either-or 
type of thinking is always danger- 
ous and as a rule wrong. It is 
not necessary to limit ourselves to 
two choices, communism or fas- 
cism. 

Escaping Dictatorship by 


Democracy 
“In the judgment of the mem- 
bers of the conference there is 
only one way in which the Amer- 
ican people can escape the dic- 
tatorship and tyranny of commun- 
ism on the one hand, and the 


tyranny and dictatorship of fas- 
cism on the other, and that is by 
| establishing a thoroughly social- 
ized democracy. 

“This change can be achieved, 
the members are cénvinced, with- 
out force and violence and blood- 
shed and through the orderly 
|methods of democratic procedure. 
|We solemnly commend to the 
American people a social philos- 
ophy that is derived from the ex- 
|; panding democratic ideal that 
must henceforth be sovereign in 
our social life. 

Millions of Jobless and Destitute 

“Tt is true that we challenge 
the present social system, for we 
believe that it is responsible for 
the current social collapse and 
catastrophy. It has created a host 
of more than 10,000,000 un- 
employed men and women. It has 
hurled 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 of 
the population of the United States 
into dependency, destitution and 
despair. A system that produces 
injustices of such magnitude must 
itself be unjust and cannot be 
condoned or continued. 

Social Justice Measures 

“It is true that in order to estab- 
lish social justice we advocate a 
socialization of the basic social 
enterprises; that we urge an equit- 
able redistribution of the national 
income through a _ fundamental 
system of taxation; that we sup- 
port a _ social security measure 
that will guarante security to the 
sick, the aged and the unem- 
ployed; and that we insist upon 
the maintenance of civil liberv.es 
unimpaired and the rights of labor 
uncompromised. 

“But in urging this program we 
emphasize democratic principles 
and demand the employment and 
application of democratic proce- 
dures. We are opposed without 
reservation or equivocation both 
to the method of communism and 
the regimentation of fascism.”

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Refusal of industry to share with labor the fruits of recovery 
creating a situation that must “inevitably” result in an economie col 
lapse.

That short-sighted industrialists are delibarately inviting trouble 
was the view yoiced recently by the federal council for industrial pro 
gress in an introduction to a report of an analysis of production, wages 
| and employment in the chemical and allied industries. 

Failure of wages to keep abreast of production in the years prior 
| to 1929, the council insists, was almost the sole reason for the depres- 
sion. Pay envelopes were robbed to fatten dividends, purchasing power 
dried up, people could not buy, manufacturers could not sell—and the 
consequences are still a matter of painful recollection. 

; Have the “economic royalists” learned anything from these harrow- 
| ing six years of prostration? The council does not find such to be the 
case. On the contrary, they are continuing and aggravating the vers 
processes that brought the country to the brink of ruin. 

The chemical industries are cited as glaring examples of the short- 
sighted policy of robbing payrolls to pay dividends. 

Between 1919 and 1929, the council disclosed, the value added by 
manufacturing in these industries increased more than $500,000,000 or 
6 per cent. This tremendous increase in output was accomplished 
with 13,204 fewer workers, while the percentage of added value paid 
out in wages slumped from 25.8 to 19.9 per cent. 

It is true that average yearly wages advanced somewhat—from 
$1,084 to $1,261—but the workers’ productivity increased almost three 
times as fast. 

With workers producing more and permitted to consume less, the 
| council warns, one need not be overburdened with intelligence to under- 
| Stand what is certain to happen. 

Producers cannot sell when workers do not have purchasing power, 
as organized labor has repeatedly emphasized. Unless the greed of 
manufacturers is restrained, the council's warning of collapse may be-

Oakland | United Front Against Ag- 


gression by Hitler and 
Mussolini Necessary 


The belief that war in Europe 
;}can be averted only if countries 
| With democratic institutions stand 
together to resist by force aggres- 
| sion by fascist countries was ex- 
pressed by Sir Walter Citrine, gen- 
eral secretary of the British Trades 
Union Congress and president of 
{the International Federation of 
Trade Unions, in an interview in 


Yew York upon his arrival on the 


Laconia. 


He said that British labor was 
ready to support the maintenance 
; of a systern of collective security 
iand “take whatever risks, eco- 
nomic, financial and military, this 
may entail,” adding: 


“Democracy must be ready to 
meet the challenge of Hitler Ger- 
many and Fascist Italy if it wishes 


to survive. 


I believe that the demo- 


cratic countries have awakened to 
the danger confronting them and 
will be prepared to meet it. Only 
by such preparation can the fas- 
| cist dictatorship be shown that it 
would be a big gamble for them 
to start a war.”

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Washington Bakers Win 
Strike For Union Shop 


One of the most notable labor 
victories to be ‘gained in the na- 
tion’s capital within recent years 
has just been consumated, with 
the signing of an agreement by 
Dutch Baker Boy, Inc., with Bak- 
ery Salesmen’s Local Union No. 33 
and Zakery and Confectionery 
Workers’ Local Union No. 118, 
Washington, D. C 

The firm, whicn seiis from house 
to house, had started on the pro- 
verbial ‘shoe string,” with no 
plant, and built up a fairly large 
business, then erected a plant and 
continued to grow on a non-union 
basis. Neither union bakers nor 
bakery salesmen had been em- 
ployed. Finally, the salesmen were 
organized and became members of 
Local No. 33, which has over 500 
members in other plants. Then the 
firm started ‘firing’ the union 
men, resulting in a strike by 29 
bakery selesmen in early August. 

Bakers No. 118 started picketing 
all trucks of the firm, house to 
house, as calls were made, and the 
entire labor movement got behind 
the strikers. Seven pickets were 
beaten up during the strike and on 
one occasion the president of the 
firm brandished a revolver before 
several pickets, firing one shot. But 
the bakery salesmen and _ bakers 
kept up the good fight, assessi 
all of their local members § 
to “carry on,” providing a 
fund of about $1,000 a week 

The new agreement provides for 
a‘‘closed shop” throughout, includ- 
ing bakers, baker ~ helpers and 
bakery salesmen (drivers), an ad- 
justment of hours, substantial wage 
increases and the check-off sys 
tem of dues collecting. The settle- 
ment is hailed hard-fought 
clean-cut victory for organized 
labor.
